A railhead is the point where transportation on 
the standard gauge ceases. It is a terminus usu- 
ally eight to ten miles back of the line, and just 
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this railhead will be assembled all the supplies for 
a certain sector, consisting of ammunition, ra- ? 
tions, road material, building material, fuel, 
barbed wire, fence pickets, culvert drains, track } 
material, forage, and ey erytbing ne¢essary for 
the sustenance of troops and their means of of. ) 
fensive and defensive operations. 

The problem of getting these supplies up to the | 
trenches over an area subject to the shelling and } 
bombing of the enemy is one of great magnitude, 
calling for the use of an army in itself. In the ; 
early stages of the war, dependence was placed on | 
the motor truck and the old-fashioned army 
wagon train, but the concentration of men in the « 
front line became so great that the highways ‘| 
were soon congested, and the traffic was so dense 
that it was a tremendous task to keep the roads 
in repair for the never-ending stream of trucks: 
and, to relieve the situation and meet the require- 
ments of the line, the Light Railway were intro- 
duced. 


Lines Were of 2-Feet Gauge 


These lines were of 2-foot gauge, engines built 
by the Baldwins, 16 tons; cars of the low gon- 
dola type, 22 feet long, 5 1-2 feet wide ten tons 
capacity. We could build the lines on grades of 
three per cent and curves with a radius of 100 
feet, and over such a line our trains would haul 
60 tons. Thus one train would haul as much as 
20 trucks. 

It was on the construction and operation of 
these lines that the Twelfth Engineers, recruited 
in St. Louis and Kansas City, were engaged. We 
were among the first 30,000 troops to land in ( 
France. We left St. Louis July 26, 1917, and 

_ landed in Liverpool August 12. We moved at 
' once to the Borden Training Camp in the south 
| of England, and were in London for the parade 
F August 15, in which the Twelfth (St. Louis) 
' Thirteenth (Chicago), Fourteenth (Boston), and 
’ Seventeeenth (Atlanta) all engineering regiments 
| took part. This was the first time that foreign 
} troops bearing arms marched in London since 
the Norman Conquest. On August 18, we were 
' moved over to Boulogne and for three days were 
‘in Camp St. Martin, on the heights overlooking 
“the Straits of Dover, where Napoleon was ul 
“camped in 1803, when he was seeking to invade 
“England. One could well imagine, while standing 
/on these heights and looking at the chalk cliffs 
'of Dover, which are visible on a clear day, how 
‘the great Napoleon must have fumed and fretted 
‘at his inability to cross this narrow channel, due 
‘to the vigilance of the British fleet.

Hie nad awakened the child 
che said, and frightened her into an 
attack of nervousness from which 
she still suffers. 

Drove Girl From Home. 

Thereafter he took a dislike to, 
the girl, said the witness, and ended 
by -driving her out of the house, to- | 
gether with Mrs. Bussen‘s mother, | 
Mrs. Elizabeth E. Tracy. They went 
to live across the street, at 2313 War-| 
ren street. 

There was a quarrel Thursday eve- 
ning, Mrs. Bussel related, and her, 
husband went away and stayed out) 
all night. She sat up waiting for | 
him, and was too tired in the morn- } 
ing to go to work. He returned and. 
slept until nearly noon. While shav- | 
ing he renewed the quarrel. 

He got a wagon stake, Mrs. Bus- 
sen continued, and said he was go- | 
ing across the street “to brain the | 
whole crowd,’ meaning her mother | 
and daughter. The witness got a 
revolver which she had concealed in 
the house for some time and hid it 
under a newspaper on the kitchen 
table. When Bussen advanced, 
flourishing an open razor and threat- 
ening to kill his wife, she shot him. 

Verdict of Self-Defense.

Bussen held for further investiga- | 
tion by the grand jury. | 

Mrs. Sue Copeland and her daugh- 
ter, Sadie, who live under the Bussen | 
flat, testified that they heard Bussen, 
with an oath, shout: “I'll kill vou,” 
and then three shots. Mrs. Trady 
said that during the time she lived | 
with her daughter she often sat on 
the edge of her bed listening to Bus- | 
sen’s menaces against his wife. Dur- 
ing last June, she testified, she heard 
him say he would cut Mrs. Bussen’s | 
throat. 

Two of the shots took effect. one | 
striking Bussen in the chest and the 
other in the throat. He died almost | 
immediately.

MAKE UP FRANCE’S LOSSES 


Total of eintien. eine War Close 
to 3,000,000 and Birth Rate 
Falls Kivery Week. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch 

PARIS, April 26.—With the 
turn of peace, France has to 
problems of great danger to her im- 
mediate future. Koremost among 
these is the question of repopulation. 
How shall France make good her 
losses by war and sickness when the 
birthrate continues to drop every 
week that goes by’ 

A French § statistician 
oned that at the present 
take 70 vears to make up 
during the war. From August 2, 
1914, to Jan. 1, 1918, the deaths in 
the 77 departments not invaded by 
the enemy totalled 883,160. In 
there 300,000 deaths, while it 
is reckoned that 1919, if the present 
sanitary arrangements are not im- 
proved, will see the passing away of 
another 250,000 men and women. 

(‘ruel treatment inflicted by Ger- 
mans in the invaded districts is said 
to have been the cause 
deaths, and if one adds to this the 
already heavy Hist of 1,385,000 sol- 
diers killed in battle the total of 
deaths is very close to 3,000,000. 

If the French birth rate continues 
as it was in the 10 years from 1900 
to 1910, France 40 years hence will 
have become a secéndary power. 
According to the statistics published 
in other countries, Great Britain will 
make good her deficit of 800,000 
deaths in the war in 10 years, Ger- 
many wil her 1,950,000

LODGE SAYS WILSON'S STAND

BOSTON, April 26.—United States 
Senator Lodge declared tonight that 
President Wilson's stand in regard 
to Fiume was Inconsistent with 
attitude concerning Danzig. He said 
the President's attitude toward Dan- 
zig was a betraval of the Poles, while 
it was ineredible that an outlet to 
the Adriatic could not have been 
found for the Jugo-Slavs, except 
through Fiume.

POULTRY AND BIRDS 
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ANY MORE STEEDS “ARE STOLEN 


What banks, corporations with huge pay- 


rolls and firms handling large sums 
are doing to protect their cash from 
robbers — Experiences of country 
bankers — Grocer’s burglar trap in 
St. Louis 30 years ago 


HERE has been a sharp readjustment 
of the ratio previously obtaining be- 
tween prevention and cure since the af- 
fair of the Baden bank. Robbers who 
now start out to raid banks, paymas- 
ters, cashiers, bank messengers or others 
charged with the responsibility of hand- 
ling money, stand an excellent chance of encountering 
real misfortune. 

tip to the time of this astonishing performance, so 
suggestive of the days of Jesse and Frank James, the 
business world was pot visibly excited. Though the 
papers told of holdups every day, it remained for 
some big, impressive happening to force an organized 
defensive, and the Baden robbery served that pur- 
pose. As the thieves secured booty worth nearly $60,- 
000, it was an expensive lesson. 

This bold and carefully arranged looting expedi- 
tion took place in the forenoon of April 10, and not 
many hours elapsed before every other bank and office 
where money was stored waked uy to the importance 
of taking effective means to meet such visitors, should 
they decide to continue their operations in St. Louis. 
There were conferences in many little offices about 
the city, and men whose business it is to meet and 
deal h desperate criminals were called in to give 
counsel and advice. Among others were regular police 
detectives, private agencies and the splendidly organized 
staffs of railroad special agents, now serving direct- 
lv under Government auspices. Railroads were as 
deeply interested as other lines of business, since the 
ecnduct of the transportation business necessitates 
the handling and movement of large sums of money 
which cannot always be expressed in the form of 
checks. Then there were the large factories, with 
payrolls that have to be met every week or two, and 
then again there were the messengers who had to 
carry this money through the streets, very frequently 
with little protection. 

The conferences led to some quickly formed deci- 
sions, and one of these was to encourage the freest 
use of checks, Tather than currency in the payment 
of salaries and wages. Another was to trust the 
job of carrying money satchels through the streets 
only to strong, abie-bodied men, with some practical 
knowledge of firearms and enough nerve to make use 
of such skill when occasion demanded. No more small 
beys running back and forth between the offices and 
the banks carrying bags that they would not be able 
to defend in the event of sudden attack. 

Another precaution was to get satchels lined with 
sieel that would resist a knife suddenly applied, while 
the carrier would be making his way through a crowd 
or the street or in a street car. There was a brisk de- 
mend for these reinforced satchels and a number of 
the old-time bags, which could be

count when it .comes to getting the cash. 
Others said they could not get the cash un- 
less they spent a goodly sum in the store 


of the merchant who furnishes the ac- 
comedation. Missionary work has been 4 
conducted among these dissenters, and it is 
still uhder way in such districts as Granite 
City, Madison and South St. Louis, where the 
percentage of Slavic and Italian labor is large. 

The rising tide of crime has been by no 
means confined to the larger cities, though 
the professional operators show a decided 
preference for the principal population centers. 


A news dispatch from Arrow Rock, up in Ij 


Saline County, Mo., a few days ago, shows 
how thorough the preparation is in that place. 
A report was communicated in some way to 
the Marshal of the town that an automobile 
party was on the way to rob the Stock Bank | 
of that place. There was a meeting called 
forthwith and in a little while a Gatling gun 
was ta”en out of its storage and camouflaged 
most artfully. Though the vigil was long an 
gunners willing, they were given no chance 
to excel in performance, as the expected raid 
did not materialize. Had the robbers come 
they would never have crossed the threshold. 
as a raking fire was all ready for them as soon 
as they stepped out of their car. 

There have been many robberies perpetrat- 
ed in the smaller cities and quite a number 
have been frustrated by the courage and fore- 
thought of the bankers and merchants in these 
places. A country banker in an Arkansas 
town distinguished himself by constructing 
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an ingenious trap for such callers. He had 


- 


been robbed several times and figured that it 
was up to him to devise some real preventive. 
He accordingly made a trap door in front of 
the inclosure wherein he sat, with the spring 
so adjusted that all he had to do was to kick 
it with his foot. He was accustomed to the order 
to throw up his hands, as previous visitors had 
indellibly fastened it on his memory. Accordingly, 
he fixed his trigger so it would work without the as- 
sistance of his hands, and then he sat back, almost 
hoping that a robber or two would chance along. In 
time his wish was gratified. He was alone in his 
little cage when a tough looking fellow stopped in 
front of the window and ordered “hands up.” 

The Arkansan quickly obeyed, but as his hands went 
up his toe went out and kicked the trigger of the trap 
door on which the would-be robber was standing, re- 
volver in hand. The door worked like a charm, and 
the man at the window shot into a very dark hole 
some 10 feet deep. 

Some of, the older members of the Police Depart- 
ment, discussing various remedies for handling the 
situation that has become acute in St. Louis, adverted 
to a similar wave of crime that spread over the coun- 
try about 30 years ago and tarried in this city for some 
time, though drastic means were employed for its sup- 
pression. One of these veterans recalled how a Ger- 
man grocer named Tegethoff, up in the neighborhood 
of Kighth and Biddle streets, suddenly turned inventor 


easily slitted, were put out of ane 
commission. 

Another protective device was a 
system of concealed push buttons 
in all the bank cages and cashiers’ 
offices so that help could be sum- 
moned in the event of an attempt 
to stage such a Wild West pro- 
vyram as was successfully worked 
at the Baden institution. Then the 
supply of automatic revolvers was 
substantially increased in all these 
money marts and depositories. 
There was no notion anywhere 
after the Baden experience to 
leave anything to chance> One 
jarge establishment, in a rather 
out of the way district, not only 
installed the wires and buttons, 
but had a room close by occupied 
by young men ready and even 
anxious to hear a call sounded. 
They were well provided witb re- 
volvers of the same make that are 
used in the army. 

Some large concerns that had 
been using money to meet pay- 
rolls quickly abandoned the prac- 
tice. Many workmen, particular- 
ly foreigners, who are Making 
slow progress through the various | 


stages of the melting pot, have 
decided obj*ctions to checks. They

Lieut. Sidney P. Vaughan of the pay corps of the 
navy, now stationed on the Pacific coast, has devised 
a plan of paying the employes by depositing checks to" 
their credit in banks, instead of giving them either 
cash or checks. In this way the naval employe can 
draw against the amount placed to his credit—in other 
words, he has a bank account, which he did not have 
tc take the time or trouble to open for himself. This 
plan, according to Lieut. Vaughan, means a big saving 
to the men on shore service, who only too frequently 
squander or otherwise lose a large part of their month's 
pay, when it is given them at one time. Besides pro- 
tecting the employe from thieves, gamblers or other 
agencies lying in wait for such pay disburgements, 
the new system teaches habits of thrift. When a

A Ten-Year ‘

help selves free — In return they 
shopped, traveled, attended opera 
and picture shows without cost — 
Collapse of “Paradise of the Work- 
ers,’ which comprised 3,500,000 
of human beings and had area 
greater than Ireland. i: 3s 


MILIANO ZAPATA is dead, and before he 
died he saw crumbling beneath the waters 
his Atlantis of Industry, thé Paradise of 
the Workers which he had erected on the 
sunny plains of the State of Morelos, in 
Southern Mexico. At the height of his 
power, the experiment was flourishing on 
a gigantic scale—there were three and a half mil- 
lions of human beings populating this Eden of the pro- 
letariat in the twentieth century. 

It was probably the largest, happiest and most thor- 
ough trial of communism which the world has ever 
Been. In comparison, Socialism is reactionary and 
Bolshevism conservative. Let us look upon this one 
astounding fact: In all of Morelos, during the Zapata 
regime, there was not a single coin or bill of money in 
circulation. Money was completely abolished, save 
that at the capital some sacks of gold were stored for 
dealing with the benighted capitalistic systems of 
other states and countries in the transactions of im- 
port and export. 


Instead of money each member of the community 
wore about his neck a dise of brass, the size of a 
dollar and twice as thick. On it was inscribed: “The 
bearer of this (Manuel Garcia, for example) is a mem- 
ber of the Industrial Union of North and South Amer- 
ica. Who shows him favor shows favor to all the 
members of this union.” 


Armed with this disc, Manuel and his family could 
present themselves on a train and ride free of charge. 
He could shop at the stores, put up at hotels, attend 
the theater, opera and picture show, without price. 
If it was a new suit for little Manuel, a new mantilla 
for Dolores, a bunch of bananas, a round of excellent 
beef, a trip to the mountains in the hot season, a new 
sombrero, a box of candy, admission to a performance 
of “Faust’’—the little brass talisman was an open 
sesame to one and all. 


In return, Manuel was expected and compelled, if he 
desired to avail himself of all these advantages, to put 
in a certain amount of labor,n behalf of the com- 
monwealth. If he would consume, he must produce. 
But his toil was not irksonie. Morelos and the ad- 
joining States of Chiapas and Tabasco, to which the 
experiment eventually spread, enjoy a tropical cli- 
mate and bounteous soil. Between the upland pastures 
or the interior and the hot lowlands of the coast, al- 
most every variety of fruit and vegetable can be 
grown in abundance, with slight expenditure of labor. 
If Manuel was a farmer, he would put in an hour or 
so a day with his crops; then, after his own table was 
supplied, he would take his surplus to the market 
and leave it there for his fellow communists to help 
themselves at will. There could be no haggling and 
chaffering over prices, for everything was free. There 
.was not a dollar in circulation in all the length and 
breadth of Zapata Land—which ran in its palmy days 
from the suburbs of the City of Mexico to the Guate- 
mala border, and had an area of 90,000 square miles, 
equal to that of the New England states and a trifle 
larger than that of Ireland. 


Or, supposing that Manuel worked in a factory. 
Strange to say, in a society so idyllic, there were fac- 
tories. The sugar industry was highly organized. 
from cane to finished product; one refinery alone em- 
ployed 25,000 persons. The shoe industry, from graz- 
ing cattle to finished boot and sandal, was equally 
flourishing, though not on so large a scale. One shoe 
factory employed more than 3000. The cotton industry 
was also considerable. 


Under previous management, Manuel! would have 
worked 14 hours a day and received in return the mu- 
nificent recompense of 50 cents. The factories stil! 
ran 14 hours a day under Zapata, but in seven shifts 
of two hours each—and the pay was the freedom of 
the Union, from cabbage basket to opera house! 
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One of the markworthy results of this system was 
that women immediately became free. Every woman 
was aS wealthy as every man. Therefore, no woman 
could be bought, not even by the glitter of a wealthy 
marriage. She must be won on her own terms or not 
at all; she could have no motive save love in choos- 
ing the father of her children. The effect was a mighty 
recrudescence of love-making, in which the man had 
to stand on his individual merits, with no advantages 
over his competitors save the natural ones of greater 
comeliness and strength, more ardent eloquence and 
greater zeal. 

In the early days these girls all wanted jewelry and 
rings. Lucky companeros, fresh from some foray, 
brought their sweethearts, many a ‘beautiful bit of 
jewelry, and those not so lucky were envious. “Since 
the republic is free,” their outcry was, ‘““why are there 
not beautiful rings for all of us?’’ 


Zapata gallantly plundered every church in the State 
of its gold plate and melted the mass into a myriad 
rings. Then, in bushel baskets, mule-loads of them, 
the rings were dispatched to the plazas throughout the 
State and dumped on the ground. For a while the 
hands of the women, old and young alike, fairly blazed 
with jewelry. Then the hands became bare, or almost 
bare, again. Rings and trinkets came to be chosen 
and worn as happy little trifles of no importance. 

As to religion, the population is nominally Roman 
Catholic, but the last priest fled across the border 
slightly in advance of the last dollar. So, quaintly, the 


in 
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churches were turned into motion picture houses, 
schools and poultry exhibitions. As for government, 
the republic, as such, had no affairs to settle, unless 
it were the management of the import and export 
trade, which was purely a business proposition con- 
ducted by a few skilled men at the ‘“‘head office.”’ The 
countryside settled its own questions, the village its 
own and city its own. 

Whenever there was a question in dispute, the peo- 
ple interested would gather in the plaza of the nearest 
town. The band would play “La Paloma” and some 
waltzes, and then those who were not nervous about 
public speaking would mount boxes and make their 
arguments for and against. After an hour or two of this 
the band would sound a fanfare and the gathering 
would divide for a count of noses. The majority car- 
ried the day. But often the minority won as well as 
the majority. An instance is related, concerning the 
building of a road, in which 70 per cent of the farmers 
agreed upon a route which left the remaining 30 per 
cent in no better case than they were before. The 
minority submitted with good grace and loyally helped 
build the new road. This proved too much for the 
victors, who, when their own road was finished, went 
across the valley and built another road just as good 
for the special use of the vanquished. 

Zapata’s Industrial Union has been called “The Re- 
public of Play.” For the light-hearted peons, having 
so much leisure on their hands, employed it in merri- 
ment. The boasted no intellectual joys, for 95 per 
cent of the population of Indians could neither read 
nor write. And Zapata had the daring to say that 
“this did not matter, since civilization has not yet 
produced and naturally cannot produce anything 
worthy of a free people's perusal!" But the country 
teemed with merry and waggish revolutionary songs 
and charming ballads, in which the people were pro- 
ducing for themselves a literature suited to their en- 
joyment. Picturing the popular happiness, an ad- 
mirer of the commonwealth wrote a year ago: 
“Glance up this side street. Bronzed men in their 
white cotton suits and immense sombreros 
are building a low adobe wall on each side 
of the street and across the ends. The 
children clap their hands and help. The 
street is not being used at present, so in 
their ample leisure the men are turning 
it into a big shallow pond for the child- 
ren. In a few days it is completed and the 
water is a riot of little glistening brown 
bodies. There goes up a cry for boats! All 
sorts of craft are contrived ‘of sticks and 
| aper; mane then the loafing crowd of companeros be- 
gins a contest in shipbuilding. Boats of all imagina- 
ble kinds pass from their skilled knives to the hands 
of the eager water pirates. And the sport detains 
them not for a day, but for days altogether. 

“Nor are more formal amusements lacking. Every 
plaza has its band. Mostly the performers play with- 
out music and play astonishingly well; and the band- 
stand is the center of the social life. Here in the cool 
of the enchanted tropic night gather townsfolk and vil- 
lagers-—old folk chatting together of the great change, 
even now almost incredible to them, conveys of soft- 
voiced, dusk-eyed children, and everywhere the gay 
bravado and bravura of Companero and Conchita. 
The band breaks into a provoking waltz. The crowd 
seems to flow as by one movement into a huge circle, 
and then you shall see the dancing of a free people. 
Here a tall com:panero, his guitar slung on his neck, 
dances with his little daughter: there a staid couple, 
tcil-seamed, awkwardly happy, renew their broken 
youth, while all about them turn and trip a golden 
swarm of sweethearts, who dance with uplifted faces 
in the flooding splendor of the immense tropic moon 
as if the whole universe had nothing to do but trip 
and turn with them. 4 

“Suddenly the music ceases. The tall companero un- 
slings his guitar, mounts the bandstand, and, amid a 
great hush, sings in a husky-sweet baritone a love 
song of his own making. He is a great favorite, and 
the crowd keeps him singing until, with a sudden burst 
of chatter, the children make a rush for the south side 
of the plaza, where, upon a great white sheet slung 
across the facade of the (late!) jefe politico’s palace, 
appears the familiar grin of Charlie Chaplin!” 

Yet, despite the softness of this romantic life, the 
peons were and proved themselves, redoubtable war- 
riors. Zapata began his revolution in 1910, and for 
five years he and his followers lived in the saddle. 
The zeal of their fighting was measured exactly by the 
difference between their status before and after the 
revolution. Prior to 1910, some 50-odd haciendados 
owned all the land and held the Indians as serfs. The 
peon entered service by receiving a cotton shirt and 
a pair of sandals from his master, who charged several! 
hundred times their value against him. Thereafter 
he received no money, but only enough beans at the 
store to keep him alive. Never could he pay his 
“debt.” it grew with his years of toil and he left it as:

After Chaplin has worked out the gen- 
eral idea of the picture he Wants to make 
he has his property department build the 
\arious sets in which he proposes to work. 
Many days he begins work without hav- 
ing the slightest idea what he is going to 
do. Often the surroundings suggest cer- 
tain ideas to him and he tries them out, 
going through all the business in the 
pantomime several times before having his 
camera men shoot the scene. Every scene 
of this kind is shot from half a dozen dif- 
ferent angles in order to get the best ef- 
fect, and often 20 times as many scenes 
are filmed as are shown in the picture 
that is released. For instance, Chaplin 
shot nearly 50,000 feet of film while mak- 
ing “Shoulder Arms.” It was planned to 
be a five or six reel picture, but it was 
cut down and cut down until it was not 
more than two and a half reels—2500 feet 
in length—when it was finally released. 
Scores of funny scenes over which he lit- 
erally sweat blood were thrown into the 
discard. . But the finished product proved 
to be one of the funniest pictures, if not 
the funniest picture, he ever made. 
For the first two hours of the afternoon 
I spent at his studio Chaplin remade the 
acenes Of the day before. Then he moved 
over into a kitchen set and began on 
.new stuff.’ Having cast himself for a 
half-witted farm hand in his new picture, 
he hit upon the scheme of putting a live 
chicken upon the stove and getting it to 
lay a strictly fresh egg. After he had 
his camera man shoot that uplifting situ- 
ation half a dozen times, he led a cow into 
the kitchen set and milked her before the 
camera—to strengthen the comedy idea of 
having everything fresh 
Two hours more were spent witb this 
cow before the comedian was satisfied 
with the scene. Never for a moment did 
he relax from his purpose, and he would 
have continued for another hour had not 
Douglas Fairbanks, in Mexican costume. 
from his own picture, blown into the stu- 
dio. His arrival was a signal to begin 
cutting up 
Fairbanks had mastered a new rope 
trick during the day and he had come 
over to Chaplin's studio to teach it to him 
For Chaplin and Fairbanks are not onl;

Chaplin stopped work and for half an 
hour the two stars spun rope and kidded 
each other with all the zest of boys out 
of school.

What is more, they are continuing to make foot- 
prints on the sands of time, not to mention miles of 
film. Remove Charlie Chaplin's funny shoes ana his 
humor is footless. He is not on record as ever hav- 
ing uttered, “My feet are my fortune, sir, he said,” 
but I will write. it into the record here. 

One of the first things I noticed when I arrived at 
the Chaplin studfo was an old, disreputable pair of 
shoes, which were parked in the bright sunshine out- 
side of his dressing-room door. 

“There is the plot of his next picture,’ said my escort, 
who picked up one of the patched and battered foot 
coverings with all the loving care of an antique col- 
lector handling his most valuable possession. 

“May I examine it?’ | begged, and a moment later [ 
had the precious object in my hands. It was a dra- 
matic moment, but more thrills were in store for me. 
After I had replaced the dirty old shoe ‘beside its 
mate I was taken into Mr. Chaplin’s dressing room, 
where his ragged coat and trousers, together with his 
battered derby and bamboo cane, were arranged upon a 
chair. Needless to say I was visibly affected. 


This important event took place shortly before 11 
©'clock in the morning. Mr. Chaplin had not arrived 
at the studio, but was expected at any moment. His 
brother, Sid, informed me that as he had closed his 
house and was living at the Los Angeles Athletic Club, 
his movements were somewhat uncertain, but that I 
might have the freedom of the studio until he ar- 
rived. 

I was really much impressed with the exterior of 
the Chaplin stydio, for if didn’t have the slightest re- 
semblance to the conventional film factory. Its main 
buildings on La Brae avenue are like a row of Eliza- 
hethan houses. When Chaplin bought this site about 
a year ago the neighboring property owners almost 
rose in arms. The idea of transforming a beautiful 
lemon grove into an ugly Studio’ did net appeal to 
their esthetic sense. However, when they saw what 
“haplin had built on it they were ready to present 
him with a loving cup. For the Chaplin studio is the 
most artistic layout of its kind in Hollywood. 

The interior of the studio grounds was another 
revelation to me. The walks, closely cropped grass 
plots and flower gardens rival those of any private 
estate in the vicinity. All the buildings conform archi- 
tecturally with the Elizabethan row on La Brae ave- 
nae, and everything is as spic and span as any million- 
aire’s show place. Chaplin's private offices and dress- 
ing rooms are furnished in the best of taste. His old 


shoes were out drving in the sunshine and were the’ 


only blot on the otherwise perfect picture. 

Shortly before 12 o'clock I heard a commotion at 
the main entrance, and a moment later an attache 
rushed up with the important news, ‘‘He’s here.” The 
news was correct. Mr. Chaplin had arrived for his 
day’s work. 

The slender little chap with the mass of curly hair 
who shook hands with me did not much resemble the 
‘‘harlie Chaplin I had seen in the films. Without the 
hirsute adornment on his upper lip, his baggy trousers 
and his old shoes, Mr. Charles Chaplin is not at all 
listinguished in appearance. But I was not disap- 
v-ointed, for I had met him before. In fact, I knew him 
three years ago when he was only getting $670,000 a 
ear.

“Would you like to see the stuff we took yesterday?” 
he asked in his peculiar cockney accent, after the for- 
mal pleasantries of our reunion had been concluded. 
And suiting the action to the word we entered the 
nearby projection: room where the film that had been 
“shot” the day before was run off for his approval. | 

The brief strip of film that was projected was very 
amusing. It revealed the efforts of a big man ina 
nightshirt to arouse a sleepy Charlie Chaplin from his 
hed, ang its action was punctuated with several well- 
directed kicks at a well-cushioned spot. The several 
shots—different views of the same cene—appealed to 
me as being genuinely funny, but Charlie Chaplin had 
exactly the opposite opinion. 

“That's terrible!” he cried, and he writhed in actual 
mental distress while the film was being run off. “Why 
didn’t you get both of my feet in?” he rebuked his 
camera man after watching one shot. “I told you 
how I wanted it,” he went on. “Now we've got to 
take this all over again. I told you. that you were not 
doing it right.” 

It was a real relief when we emerged into the sun- 
light. Never had I seen a movie with anyone who 
found it 80 rotten as Charlie Chaplin found his own 
film. But that, as I found out later, is the secret of 
his success.~ Chaplin does not allow a single film to 
leave his studio until it is “right.’’ It is not unusual 
for him to retake certain scenes dozens of times. He 
is his own critic, and one of the harshest I ever met. 

With this part of the routine completed—and Chap- 
lin invariably begins his day in this way—-we went to 
his dressing room, where he slipped out of his pinch- 
back coat and into his traditional makeup. In less 
than 15 minutes, during which he shaved himself with

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“You mean to say that you are not going to pay 
any attention to such an offer?’ I asked in amaze- 
nient. 

“What's the use?” replied Chaplin. “I've got six 
pictures to make under my present cortract, and after 
that I'm signed up with Fairbanks, Griffith and Pick- 


ford. We are going to distribute our own pictures. 
That’s why I'm not interested in any kind of an 
offer.” 

“What is the real truth about your present con- 


tract?’ I asked, for | was anxious to hear his version 
of his $1,000,000 income. ‘ 

“Do you know how much money | made last year?” 
he asked in return. “I made two pictures, for which I 
received approximately $140,000 each. You see, I have 
a guarantee of $125,000 for each 1600-foot picture, with 
a bonus for whatever extra footage is accepted. Last 
year I made exactly two pictures, and my total re- 
ceipts were not much more than a quarter of a mil- 
lion. I had to pay for the making of the pictures, the 
upkeep of my studio and all my personal expenses. 
So you will see that my net profits were very differ- 
ent from what I could have made if I had been on 
salary.” 

“But you could have made the eight pictures in the 
year and earned a million,’ I interposed. 

“If I had wanted to turn out any old kind of pic- 
tures I could have done-so,” he admitted. “But I am 
not interested in merely making a lot of pictures, as I 
used to do. I want to make good pictures, and you 
can't make good ones if you make them hurriedly or 
if you have to have&hem completed at a certain date. 
I work on my pictures until I have them just the way 
I want them, and I am willing to spend months making 
a two-reel comedy, if at the end of the time |I have 
something worth while. 

“And, naturally, I want the returns on a good pic- 
ture,” he went on. “One of my recent pictures has 
earned more than $1,000,000, vet all I received was 
$140,000. That was why Doug and Mary and I—and 
Mr Griffith—are going to market our own pictures. 
We work like dogs to make our pictures and the dis- 
tributors and exhibitors make all the money. I’m not 
crazy about money, but I would rather make two good 
pictures a year and get a legitimate return from them 
than make a dozen fairly good films at $1,000,000 sal- 
ary. I’m a nut, all right, but I’m not going to be a 
blank blank fool any more. If the pictures are able 
to earn a million for a lot of delicatessen dealers, I’m 
going to get the million myself.” 

With the conclusion of this sordid discussion we 
repaired to the stage, where Chaplin began the retak- 
ing of the scenes which had been made so unsatis- 
factorily the day before. And in watching him*at work 
I learned several things that have never before been 
disclosed to the public. 

In the first place, Chaplin directs his own pictures. 
Instead of having a loud-mouthed director to think up 
new ways to waste time, Chaplin bosses the camera 
men and his associate players himself. What is more, 
he invents and devises nearly all the stunts which are 
shown in his pictures. Chaplin films are not written, 
they are built as they are being filmed. He has no 
scenario department, and consequently there is no 
assistant director with a script. There is no cont inuity 
te follow. The‘continunity automatically writes itself
